Art Rejections: 

1. The texts of 35 USC 102(e) and 103(a) not cited here can be 
found- in the previous office action. 

2. Claims 1, 4-7, 12-13, 25, 28-31 and 36-37 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Dorward 
et al, U.S. pat. No. 6,388,584. 

Per claim 1, Dorward discloses a system and method for 
compressing a data stream comprising: 

a) acquiring a pattern (encoding information) at a compressor by 
determining a function according to a stream (compression 
history state) ( see col 6 f lines 41-64 ) ; 

b) making sure a decompressor is synchronized with the 
compressor according to the pattern, i.e., receiving a 
acknowledgement from the receiver ( see col 7, lines 22-37 ) ; 

c) sending a compressed packet according to the pattern ( see col 
7, lines 46-54 ) . 

Per claims 4-7, it is noted that at least one or two 
acknowledged messages are required for establishing compression 
history state ( see col 7, line 55 - col 8, line 5 ) . 

Per claims 12-13, Dorward also teaches acquiring the 
pattern at the decompression (see col 8, lines 29-46) . 
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Claims 25, 28-31 and 36-37 are similar in scope as that of 
claims 1, 4-7 and 12-13. 

3. Claims 2-3, 14, 26-27 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103 (a) as being unpatentable over Dorward and further in view of 
Chuah , U.S. pat. No. 6,839,339. 

Dorward ' s teachings are still applied as set forth above. 
Dorward does not explicitly teach compressing RTP packets. The 
compression of such RTP packets is well known in the art as 
disclosed by Chuah , wherein a RTP header comprises TS function, 
M bits, etc., ( see Chuah in col 7, lines 6-67 ) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize Dorward 
compression technique to compress any conventional data packet 
streams including RTP stream because it would have allowed more 
efficient data compression ( see Dorward in col 4, lines 42-50 ) . 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

4. Claims 8-11, 15-24, 32-35 and 39-48 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Amendment: 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1/12/06 with respect to claims 
1-7, 12-14, 25-31 and 36-38 are moot in view of new grounds of 
rejection set forth above. 



Conclusion: 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection.
